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BORO  COUNCIL  MEETING 


The  day  after  election  the  Council 
met  and  it  was  a  far  cry  from  the 
noisy,  stormy  meetings  we've  attend¬ 
ed  these  past  fev  months.  The  usual 
lengthy  meeting  lasted  but  a  short 
hour  and  a  half. 

The  meeting  proceeded  in  an  order¬ 
ly  fashion  with  no  "incidents".  Mr. 
Baron,  sitting  in  for  Boro  Attorney 
Andora  advised  that  the  Mayor's  veto 
on  the  Garner  Lane  matter  was  prema¬ 
ture  since  a  chief  executive  may  on¬ 
ly  veto  an  ordinance  within  5  days 
after  its  final  passage.  The  Mayor 
had  vetoed  the  ordinance  on  its  first 
reading.  The  ordinance  was  again 
presented  and  passed. 

The  Council  voted  to  protest  the 
water  rate  increase  from  Garfield, 
which  was  effective  November  1st. 
Mayor  Molnar  advised  that  the  State 
Water  Policy  Commission  must  first 
give  its  approval. 

Councilman  Pulzone  asked  that  the 
Council  be  polled  to  determine  ex¬ 
actly  how  many  inquiries  had  been 
received  oh  the  need  for  senior  cit¬ 
izens  housing.  Outside  of  Councilmen 
Hample  and  St.  George,  all  others 
including  Boro  Clerk  Frano,  advised 
they  had  not  received  any  inquiries 
on  the  matter.  Mr.  Hample  said  ne 
had  received  12  calls  and  Mr.  St. 
George,  three. 

On  the  matter  of  Councilman  James 
V.  Goodwin's  resolution  offering  the 
facilities  of  the  YouthCenter  to  the 


Board  of  Education  for  its  trainable 
children,  it  was  passed  unanimously. 

Councilman  St.  George  asked  the 
Boro  Attorney  for  an  opinion  regard¬ 
ing  the  procedure  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  override  the  Manor's  re¬ 
fusal  to  sign  checks  for  Prosecutor 
Elmer  J.  Skiba.  Mayor  Molnar  has 
objected  to  the  appointment  of  Mr. 

skiba . ...calling  it  a  "deal" 

with  Boro  Attorney  Andora 's  law  par¬ 
tner  Luoien  Baron  named  prosecutor 
in  Saddle  Brook  and  Mr.  Skiba  coming 
here  from  Saddle  Brook  as  the  Boro's 
Prosecuting  Attorney. 

Mr.  Matera  who  has  been  a  "steady" 
at  Council  meetings,  was  there  again 
requesting  relief  to  a  water  problem 
he  has  on  the  street  in  the  front  of 
his  property.  The  ever-pleasant  Mr. 
Matera  was  assured  it  will  be  taken 
care  of. 

A  letter  received  from  Marine  Lie¬ 
utenant  William  J.  Vankat  express¬ 
ing  his  thanks  for  the  plaque  and 
certificate  presented  to  his  parents 
recently  by  the  Council,  was  read. 
Mayor  Molnar  commented  on  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  Lt.  Vankat  and  the 
young  men  who  burn  their  draft  cards 

And  so  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

and  all  members  of  the  marching  band 
were  the  guests  of  the  Association. 
In  addition,  two  exchange  programs 
were  sponsored.  They  were  to  Malden, 
Mass,  in  1964  and  to  East  Northfield, 
Mass,  in  1965. 

The  first  year  at  Atlantic  City, 
the  temperature  soared  to  95°  and 
the  band  parents  realized  the  need 
for  summer  uniforms.  Black  satin 
material  was  donated  by  Mr.  Franc es- 
coni  while  buckles  and  work  was  done 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swift.  The  satin 
was  made  into  sashes  for  the  band 
members .
